Davis captained Pcnn's 1941 foot- 
ball team and played quarterbacic. 
He also Ls a member of the var- 
sity baseball team, replacing Prank 
Reagan behind the bat. 

The award wa.s presented by 
Charles M. Tliompson, Jr., class 
president, who singled out Davis 
as "that member of the .senior class 
who most closely approaches the 
ideal University of Pennsylvania 
athlete. 

The award annually is made on 
the basis of character, personality, 
scholastic standing and athletic 
ability. A committee composed of 
faculty members, class and ath- 
letic departments made the selec- 
tion. 

A student in the School of Edu- 
cation, Davis is the 12th under- 
graduate receiving the award.

Don Kel- 
lett, Ken Hashagen. Gene Venzke. 
Pranny Murray, Bob Dougherty, 
Bob Allman, Allan Hunter, Jr., and 
FYank Reagan. 

Davis, a graduate of E^piscopal 
Academy, concluded a brilliant 
gridiron career last fall. He was 
characterized by Coach George 
Mungcr and by opposing coaches, 
as one of the season's brainiest 
flcld generals. 

As a freshman, Davis played 
halfback and quarterback. In his 
sophomore year he was made a 
blocking back and quarterback, a 
post he held for three seasons. He 
started six of eight games In his 
first varsity sca,son and kicked a 
14-yard placement goal in the 
MicHlgan game.

Marvin E. Reynolds, health of- 
ficer In Lower Merlon for more 
than 30 years, died suddenly of 
pneumonia on March 12 after a 
brief illness. 

He would have been 80 on April 
27. 

Mr. Reynolds, who hart been ac- 
tive not only in health but politi- 
cal, fire company, church and other 
community affairs, started work for 
the township in 1908 as an official 
in the sewer department.

He became health officer here 
when the Board of Health was 
created and was separated from 
the Department of Sewers. 

Mr. Reynolds was a Fourth De- 
gree Knight, Knights of Columbus; 
a member of Bishop Kenrick 
Council. Knights of Columbus, 
Ardmore, and attended Our Mother 
of Good Counsel Church, Bryn 
Mawr. 

Surviving him at his home, 905 
Old Lancaster id., Bryn Mawr, is 
his wife, Annie Lynch Reynolds; 
two sons, Harry D. and Eldward J., 
and a daughter, Isabel. His .son 
Marvin E., Jr., lives in Bala-Cyii- 
wyd. and another, Roger B., in 
Bryn Mawr. 

Mr. Reynolds had been Republi- 
can Committeeman representinp 
V/est Bryn Mawr for more tlian 
three decades. 

He also was active in the Bryn 
Mawr Fire Company until shortly 
before his death. Last June he and 
Mrs. Reynolds celebrated their 
50th wedding anniversary at a 
family party given by their chil- 
dren. 

A native of Philadelphia, he was 
educated in the schools there.

Neely Warns of 
Fire Hazards 

Defense Council Head 
Spoke o\ Neighbor- 
hood Club 

A warning that 300 lircs may be 
started simultaneously m Lower 
Merion Township as a irsult of 
bombing was given by Walter C. 
Neely, chairman of the Lower 
Merion Defense Council, speaking 
at a meeting of the Bala-Cynwyd 
Neighborhood Club Tuesday night. 

The meeting, which was open to 
the public, was held at the Union 
Fire Hall. Cynwyd. with Leo D. 
Tyrrell, president of the club, pre- 
siding. 

Stre.ssing the need for every 
liouseholdcr to be prepared to cope 
with incendiary bombs, Neely ex- 
plained that a bomber can carry a 
sufficient load of incendiary bomb.' 
to drop one every 50 yards for a 
live-mile stretch. Since Lower 
Merion lown.ship is five and onc- 
quarLcr niilo.s in length, one bomber 
could start 300 fires at one time 
in this township. 

"The five fire companies would 
need the householders' help if these 
oonflagratlons wcie to be kept un- 
der control," Neely advised, "and 
tiower-MWlori Township should he 
prepared." 

A demonstration of the best 
method of extinguishing such 
bombs was given by Fire Marshal 
Frank Pollack, who recently re- 
turned from Edgewood Arsenal 
where he completed a cour.se in 
Chemical Warfare. 

"A magnesium b:nnb will go 
throui;h four stories in .seven scc- 
ond.s," .said Pollacl;. '"ro extin- 
guish it, pour sand on it but be 
sure the sand is dry." The Fire 
Marshal warned that a Pyrenc Fire 
Extinguisher sliould never be used 
on a magnesium bomb since the 
chemical reaction produces deadly 
fumes. 

A commercial product named 
duMa,",, which is sold in ga,soline 
.service station.s. was eficctivoly 
demonstrated in putting out a fire 
started with magnesium sliavings. 

Pollack warned that in the ca,se 
of a gas attack, mustSrd gas will 
probably be used. He demonstrated 
Ihc airtiglit suit which will be worn 
by members of the Gas Squad in 
case of a gas attack. One hundred 
of these suits have been purchased 
by tlic Township and allotted to 
the Police and Fire Departments 
and to a number of doctors and 
nurses. 

Preparations have been made to 
have school busses evacuate people 
from gassed areas to the hospital 
or to a nearby field station. No 
special gas attack warning has 
been developed as yet, he said. 

Every Air Raid Warden is being 
provided with a police whistle to 
be used to alert people in ca.se of 
an air raid, Neely stated. In an- 
swer to a question, he slated that 
no stc|)s have been taken to build 
air raid shelters in the Township 
but that the Air Raid Shelter Com- 
mittee is collecting crass ties from 
the railroads and storing building 
materials in preparation. 

Among the Bala-Cynwyd citizens 
who were present at the meeting 
were Frank H. Sykes, former presi- 
dent of the Lower Merlon Town- 
ship Commlssionci's; Dr. Howai'd 
Hovde, University of Pennsylvania 
professor; Dr. D. W. Hough, chair- 
man of the Bala-Cynwyd Red 
Cross; Fire Chief William L. Hor- 
nung, Russell S. Callow, crew coach 
at the University of Pennsylvania 
and Boy Scout executive. Former 
presidents of the Neighborhood 
Club, Henry P. Sharpc, and Ed- 
mund O. S. Flannigan; and Mrs, 
Charles Neville, former president of 
the Montgomery Comity Federation 
of Women's Clubs and ex-prcsldent 
of the Bala-Cynwyd Woman's 
Club.

The rest 
is salvaged and sent to the 
proper agencies to be reclaimed, 
riius waste — paper, metal and 
other material thrown away by 
the householder — becomes a 
contribution to wartime produc- 
tion. 

Up until May 8. ash and trash 
collections are made weekly; the 
week of May 11 has been desig- 
nated as "Clean-up Week." when 
a thorough search of his prop- 
erty for material which ts no 
longer useful is urged on every 
citizen, and beginning on May 
25, an every-other-wcek collec- 
tion of trash and ashes will be 
instituted.

Transfer Tree Funds 
To Defense Work 

Determination of the Lower Mer- 
ion Township Board of Commls- 
slonei-s to protect Lower Merion 
citizens Insofar as possible against 
rising taxes was seen Wednesday 
night when the Board passed a 
resolution -xi^XK»vn9- the imposition 
of' Federal income fixes on income 
or interest from state and munici- 
pal securities. Copies of the reso- 
lution win be sent to Washington. 

The cominissioners approved tfe- 
opening and making public of sev- 
eral roflds in Uie township includ- 
ing Cynwyd Circle, West Prince- 
ton rd., Bala-Cynwyd; Vassar rd., 
Powder Mill lane, Brinton Park 
drive. Brookhavcn rd. and Rock 
Glen rd. 

Bids were opened and contracts 
for equipment, services and sup- 
plies were awarded as follows: 

To Cynwyd Painting and Dccor- 
.Tting Company, for painting the 
interior of the Township Building, 
at $2150. 

To the Hirsch-Tylcr Company 
for Spring uniforms for the police 
force— shirts, $3, breeches, $11.95. 
and to the Philadelphia Uniform 
Co. for caps, $1.95. 

To the Main Line Pontiac for a 
new Township ambulance, at $3315. 

To Merion Motors for a Ply- 
mouth sedan at a net price of $445. 

The resignation of Patrolihan 
Jostph Muloli, effective March 9, 
was received and accepted.

<!> A long-range program of provid- 
ing class work to fit the child, 
rather than shoe-horning him Into 
a mold, has been put in motion by 
the Lower Merlon School Board, 

Decision to take action on this 
somewhat revolutionary plan of ed- 
ucation came as the Board met on 
March 16 and only after a thor- 
ough study of tests made as far 
back as 1940. 

Next tests are expected to be 
made of pupils In the ninth grade. 

It is believed by the Board that 
a more honest and a truer educa- 
tion can be given each child If hte 
individual talents and capacities 
arc determined and his class work 
is sliaped generally along such 
lines. 

Tests were made in November of 
1940 of all pupils In the fourth 
grade in the school district. 

Individual intelligence quotients 
(I. Q.'s) secured on this group test 
througli the California Short Form 
Test of Mental Maturity, were 
further substantiated by Individual 
Bincl tests In approximately 70 
cases, a Board report points out. 

The Education Def>artment of 
Bryn Mawr College, administered 
by Dr. Elizabeth Pehrer. cooperated 
by giving the Blnet tests and veri- 
fying the data. 

Assuming that an I. Q. of 100 Is 
normal for an elementary sphool 
!X)pulation, the report continues. It 
i.s clearly evident that a median 
-.core of 115 for the fourth grade 
children in this district Indicated 
a hlgli proportion of clilldren of 
superior ability among our total 
school population. 

The pupils of our fourth grades 
may be assumed to be reprcscnta^ 
tive of all grades except on the 
high school level where, under 
ordinary circumstances, the scores 
should be iilghcr due to pupils of 
the lowest ability withdrawing from 
school. 

An analysis of thd scores fol- 
lows: 

Of 3P3 pupils tested, the middle 
score was 115. Ten persons scored 
more than 150: 143 persons scored 
higher than 120. Only 84 persons 
or 23 percent scored less than !00 
fnonnal). 

Of the 84 persons scoring less 
than 100, 20 scored less than 80. 

Scores above 150 indicate very 
liigh ability; 2 pupils scored the 
high .score of 167. 

Other factors being normal, a 
person who scores 120 .should be 
successful in college work. The 
army now considers a score of 110 
necessary to justify training an In- 
dividual as a commLssioned officer. 
A study of a few years ago re- 
vealed that the median Intelligence 
quotient of eastern private schools 
was 115. 

There is little likelihood that a 
person scoring less than 80 will be 
successful with normal work of the 
later elementary grades. However, 
this should not be construed to 
mean that low scoring pupils can- 
not learn many useful social things 
tJiat a suitable school program 
can teach. 

Without going Into great detail 
ii becomes evident that this dist- 
rict serves a pupil population hav- 
ing one of the largest proportion 
of high ability pupils In the coim- 
try. 

It also indicates the justification 
lor a varied program of education 
cffering the richest experience and 
a different program for children of 
varying Interests and abilities. 

Tlicre is a place in society for 
nil our people. The school Is one 
cf the major agencies for assisting 
tlie family and the Individual to 
meet the requirements of a demo- 
cratic society, the report concludes.

Dr. Morison, who is one ol -■-.. most eminent historians, did a unique 
research job for his great book. He actually sailed over the course of 
Columbus' four voyages himself. At various times he used a 147-foot 
barkentine, a 47-foot ketch, a cutter loaned him by the Haitian govern- 
ment, and a patrol boat of the Cuban navy. 

Checking with Columbus' own journal. Dr. Morison actually loc.ited | ■ 
the exact site of the discoverer's first settlement, Navidad, on the coast 
of Santo Domingo— a place never previously identified. He verified 
many of Columbus' scientific ohservations which "armchair Admirals" 
had pooh-poohed.
